The Convention met at 10 A. M. Mr. Gor- 


lon, ofVirginia, from select committee report- 
ed preamble and resolutions for adoption by 
tho Convention. 


Preamble declared Statacs residuary rights 


reserved to the people of the several States— 
that we are not one people, but were united 
"or certain purposes. 
Slates were equals— 


each State had the right to judge of infringe- 
ments from other States and the right peace- 


bly to fvcede. 
Any attempt to coerce seced- 


ing States is a gross assumption of power.— 
The preamble pledges the south, in ease £2T 
anv one State secedes, to support that State. 


It declares that all the evils in anticipation, 


which had called the Convention, may yet be 
realized. 
The South was degraded. 
The 


Wilinot proviso was virtually extended over 
California, the South was also virtually exclu- 
ded from Utah and New Mexico, because 
Congress did riot directly establish Slavery 
in ihe Territories. 
Congress 
has bought 


Slave Territory from Texas, under threat of 
bringing down the U. S. Army on Texas, in 
order to make free territory. 
Congress has 


also interfered with Slavery in the District of 
Columbia. 
Under these wrongs and griev- 


ances, the resolutions recommend a congress 
of the South, at the city of Montgomery^ Al- 
abama. 


Tho Resolutions also counsel a course to be 


pursued in maintainance of the rights and in- 
stitutions of the south. 
They were ordered 


to be printed.
